Sr. Lovis, Feb. 24.—Very few people «mong 
the vast throng who assembled in and around 
the United States Court-room this morning real- 
ized that the last scene of the great whisky 
drama was 80 near at hand, or that the finale 
would be triumphant for the defendant. Judge 
Dillon was on the bench promptly at 10 o’clock. 
His face was a little more flushed than 
and he manifested somewhat more nerv 
than at any period of the historic tral which 
was about to close. It was plain that he fully 
and severely appreciated the gravity of the occa- 
siop. Beside him sat the grave and 
reverend Treat, the grim and solemn Judex who 
held the sword of justice over McDonand and 
Avery. 


THE ATTORNEYS 
of both sides were present in full force. The 
defense did not look hopeful. Storrs was frisky 
and nervous, and jerked at his mustache con- 
etantly. The ponderous ex-Attorney-General 
Williams seemed worn down with fatigue, and 
rested his gigantic chin on his hand.

IN COURT. 
JUDGE DILLON’s INSTRUCTIONS. 

Sr. Lovis, Feb. 24.—The United States Circuit 
Court was not opened to-day until after 11 
o'clock, the Judges being engaged in finishing 
the charge to the jury. 

As soon as the roll of the jurors was called 
Judge Dillon read the instructions, which were 
very long, inclading, in various groups, the tele- 
grams introduced in evidence. Many of the 
letters were introduced, and also copious ex- 
tracts from the President's deposition. At the 
outset, Judge Dillon said that in all the propo- 
sitions he had to make he had the concurrence 
of his associate on the Bench, Judge Treat. He 
explained to the jury the importance of the case, 
and the reasons which had made it necessary to 
keep them so isolated. A high compliment was 
paid to the counsel, and the management of the 
case on both sides. Approaching the issues, 
Judge Dillon said that 

TWO MAIN QUESTIONS 
arose: one, as to the existence of the conspira- 
cy, and the second as to the connection of the 
defendant witb it. The first question required 
little attention, as the arguments of the counsel 
on both sides seemed to accept the existence of 
the conspiracy as proven. The second question 
—the connection of the defendant with the con- 
—— 8 — then taken up. Tue jury werecau- 
tio at lenth to be on their guard against the 
influence of popular clamor. They were also 
reminded that the Government owed a duty to 
its citizens as well as ite revenue, and it lay m 
the province of the jury to acquit as well as con- 
vict. The prosecution had presented no evi- 
dence to show that the defendant had ever de- 
clared his connection with the conspiracy, or had 
written a direct admission of this connection. 
The law. however, did not require this. It was 
a case of 
CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 
It was right for them to consider the motives 
of the defendant. The Government alleged as 
the only motive that of pecuniary gain.

They were admitted to show the nature 
and purpose, the plan aod operations, of she 
conspiracy. Guilt cannot be fixed upon any 


person by the declarations or  state- 
ments, oral or written, of others. 
Guilt must originate within & man’s 


own breast, and it must be established by his 
own acts, conduct, or admissions. Hence in de- 
termining the question of the defendant’s guilt, 
so far as it is sought to be shown by the dis- 

tches, primary reference must be had to the | 

ispatches to and from the defendant, and es- 

pecially such dispatches as he is shown to have 
answered and acted upon. If the dispatches to 
aod from the defendant, in connection with the 
other facts and circumstances in the case, show 
that he knew of the alleged conspiracy, and that 
he was a guilty participator therein, the dis- 
patches of bis fellow conspirators among them- 
selves, or to others, sent for the purpose of 
promoting the conspiracy, 

BECOME EVIDENCE AGAINST THE DEFENDANT, 
but not otherwise. What weight, if any, is to 
be given to the dispatches not shown to have 
been acted on by the defendant must depend, 
among other considerations, on whether an 
answer was called for or not, and upon his as- 
sociations with the persons sending the same; 
what they impart on their face, and whether he 
knew that the senders were engaged in the con- 
spiracy alleged in the indictment. for it must be 
understood that under the established rules of

THE RING WITNESSES. 

Some of the witnesses on the part of the Gov- 
ernment on material and disputed points are 
confessed members of the conspiracy, and under 
indictment; therefore such a connection with the 
offense makes them accomplices, and it thus 
becomes neceasary that the Court should state 
to the jury the law touching the testimony of 
such witnesses. The rule of law is that accom- 
plices are competent witnesses; that means the 
parties have the right to have them sworn. it 
also implies that when sworn you shall consider 
their testimony. They are competent witnesses, 
and, under the legisiation Congress, they 
may be compelled to testify. The testimony of 
conspirators is always to be received with ex- 
treme caution, and weighed and scrutinized 
with great care by the jury, who should not rely 
upon it uusupported ualess it produces in their 
mind the fullest and most positive con- 
viction of its truth. It is just and proper 
in such cases for the jury to seek for corrobo- 
rating facts in material respects. It it just and 
proper to do it, but it is not absolutely necessa- 
ry, provided the testimony of the accomplice 
produces in the minds of the jury full and un- 
doubted conviction of its truth. To the jury ex- 
clusively belongs the dutv of weiching the evi- 
dence and determining the credibility of wit- 
nesses. With that the Court has absolatety 
nothing to do. ‘the degree of credit due to a 
witness.should be determined by his character 
and conduct, by his manner upon the stand; bis 
relations to the controversy and to the parties ; his 
hopes and fears; his bias and im iality ; the 
reasonableness or otherwise of the statements 
he makes; the strength or weakness of his rec- 
ollection, viewed in the light of ali other testi- 
mony, facts and circumstances in the case. If 
any of the witnesses are shown koowingly to 
have testified falsely in this trial, touching mat- 
ters here involved, they are at liberty to reject 
the whole of their testimony in the trial of this 
case. 

BABCOCK’S CHARACTER. 

The defendant has produced an impressive ar- 
ray of witnesses of the highest char- 
acter, who have testified to his previ- 
ous uniform and general good tation as a 
man of — , integrity. is ia com- 
petent evidence, and the good character of 
the defendant in this — is a fact to 
be weighed and conside by the jury in the 
light in which they should view all the evidence, 
and determine his innocence or guilt of the crime 
charged against him in the indictment. 

The above is the settled rule of the tw in all 
criminal cases, as well in those in which direct 
and positive evidence is rajied on as in those in 
which the proof is ci tantial, but in cases 
of the latter kind the evidence of previous good 
character has more scope or force than in cases 
where the proof of the offense is positive and di- 
rect. In the language of an eminent Judge, 
speaking of this point: There may be cases 
so mode out that no characters can make them 
doubtfal, but there may be others in which evi- 
dence given against a person without character 
would produce a reasonable doubt; nay, m 
which character will actually outweigh evidence 
which might otherwise appear conclusive.” So, 
we repeat, the evidence on the subject of char- 
acter is a fact fit and proper, like all the other 
facts in the case, to be weighed and estimated 
by the jary, who, when f their concia- 
sions upoa the various acts and circumstances 
relied on against defendant, will inquire and de- 
termine whether a person whose character is such 
as defendant's has been proved tobe by witnesses 
testifying on that subject, has or has not com- 
mitted the particular crime for which he is 
called upon in answer. 

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 

In cases depending upon circumstantial evi- 
deuce, certain rules of law have long been set- 
tied which it is essential that you should under- 
stand and apply. We adopt as a correct exposi- 
tion of the law on this subject the opiuion ot the 
Court of Appeals of New York. First, the hy- 
pothesis of delinquency or guilt of the offense 
charged in indictment should flow naturally from 
the facts proved, and be consistent with them 
all. Second, the evidence must be such as to 
exclude every reasonable hypothesis but that of 
bis guilt of the i ta or, in.

THE FIFTH CASE 
is as follows: 

Fiſth- Members who are generally reported and be- 
lieved to have made charges or insinuations of gross 
immorality against other members of sa church, and 
who decline either to armor deny the truth of such 
reports, or of such charges, when properly questioned 
by suitable brethren for the sake of the purity and 
peace of the church, 

The report says the fifth case stands by itself, 
and admits of only one possible answer. A per- 
son who is convicted of the offense described, 
and can find no reasonable explanation of his 
conduct, ought, if he persists, to be cast out 
from the fellowship of the Church. While we 
assert these principles, we would ad- 
vine any church that in a time 
of excitement it shonld use great forbearance 
with persons who have withdrawn themselves

Question sixth: Has Plymouth Church iu the

lo reference to this question the Council says :

The 
question of their application to this case 
was decided by a former Curcil. They 
regret that some one had not sought 
from the pastor himself the grvunds o the slan- 
derous reports, acoording to Matthew 18, a 
church polity for 397 years, If this were done, 
if the pastor were guilty be would have left the 
ministry. If innocent, be would have been re- 
stored to confidence. We find uo reasoa to 
call in question the method by which 
the Committee was constituted which in- 
vestigated the charges against the. pastor 
But they cannot overlook the relations of Piym- 
outh to its pastor and to the churches of their 
common faith, nor the dissatisfaction which 
more or less prevails with the previous investi- 
gation. While finding nothing to condemn in 
the adherence of the church to its pastor after 
investigation and trial, and while recognizing its 
right to decline any further investigation, still, in 
view of the pastor’e demand to be brought face 
to face with bis accusers, etc., they recommend, 
for the peace of the churches and protection of

‘HIS STATEMENT TO THE PLYMOCTH CHURCH oon; 


MITTEE. 

New Yor, Feb. 24.—The Brooklyn Tagle says 
Mr. Bowen declines to give the text of his state- 
ment to the newspapers, and the Plymouth Com- 
mittee say they will not. The Zagle reporters 
called upon Mr. Bowen and members of the Com- 
mittee to-day, but they were all firm. The sub- 
stance of the statement, however, has been as- 
certained: Mr. Bowen does not claim te have 
any knowledge of guiltan Mr. Beecher's part. 
He says he believes him guilty because of what 
he bas heard from divers The only 
names mentioned by him are Mr. dad Mrs. Rich- 
ards, who, he ssid, told him that Mrs. Tilton 
confessed to them. Another woman, whose 
name he declines to give, told him, he says, 
that, in 1858, she saw Mr. Beecher enter m 
suspicious manner the study of Plymouth 
Church with a woman whose name he also de- 
clines to mention. His informant did not say 
that she knew adultery was committed there, but 
she believed there was. The third and chief 
case cited by Bowen ie that of s 
who, he says, told him that 
been twice outraged by Mr. Beecher, and 
that, subsequent to outrages, she remaived im- 
properly intimate with him. Who this woman 
was, where the alleged outrages took place, or 
when they took place, are facts which Mr. Bowen 
deciares he cannot be induced to disclose. Apart 
from these three cases the statement is devoted 
toa defense of Mr. Bowen's bebavior toward 
Mr. Beecher gnd the public since he con- 
vinced of Beecher’s guilt.

UPSET AND BURNED. 
DISASTER ON THE HARLEM ROAD. 

PovauKkeepsiz, N. Y., Feb. 24.—A sleeping- 
car on the Harlem Railroad Extension was burn- 
ed last night, and Mr. Bissell, the proprietor of 
the Sherman House, Chicago, and his sen per- 
ished in the flames. Ten other passengers are 
reported as having been badly burned. The ac- 
cident was caused by the car running offa 
broken rail, and then upsetting. The car then 
took fire. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

Funn Lanpina, N. I., Feb. 24.—Interviews 
with passengers show that the terrible railroad 
calamity happened at midnight, near Walling- 
ford, on the Harlem Railrosd Extension. The 
train was composed of an engine, baggage-car, 
one passenger car, and = Wagner sleeping-car. 
There were ten passengers in the sleeping-car, 
which was thrown from the track by a broken 
rail; it then upset, rolled down sn embank- 
ment, and caught fire. 

Mr. Bissell’s son, aged 17 years, was in the 
centre of the sleeping-car. The father got out, 
but hearing the cries of his son, went back to 
save him, and both were burned to death. Their 
charred remains were found. 

THE INJURED. | 

No others of the passengers in the sleeping- 
car were burned, but all were more or less in- 
poe in other ways. Mr. Francis Tierney and 

is wife, of Chicago, were hurt, Mrs. Tierney 
op her face, and her husband in the head. The 


Mr. Pitkon, of Hartiord, ia iBjured. Only one 
lady, Mrs. Tierney, who was in the perior of the 
sleepiug-car, was injured, and she but slightly. 
Both of the conductors on the car are uninjared. 
The engine went 5 miles after physicians, and all 
the injured are doing weil. 

A gentleman from Montreal, whose name is 
unknown, is slightly injured. Madam Prort, of 
Philadelphia, is slightly hurt, but bas gone on 
her way. An unknown man from Chicago was 
somewhat hurt. Mr. and Mrs. Tierney are at 6 
station south of the scene of the disaster. 

There were about fifty persons in the pas 
senger-car bebind the sleeping-car, none of 
whom were burt. 

Mr. Bissell was found dead, with his feet out 
of a window and his body inside, burned toa 
Crisp.

CHABLES H. BISSELL. 

The catastrophe above noted has deprived 
Chicago of one of its best citizens and most 
capable business men in his line. He was one of 
the old residents of the city, and had seen it 
grow from uttle more than a village to ite pres- 
ent proportions in a score of years. 

Charles H. Bissell was born near Avon, Liv- 
ingston County, N. I., im 1830, and spent the 
early years of his life in that section. At 17 be 
was associated with his facher in the oonduot of 
the Avon Springs House, which was then a pros- 
perous hotel in that part of New York. 

About 1850, when he was 20 years of age, Mr. 
Bissell began bis business life in Vergennes, 
Vt., as a clerk in the store of G. 4 W. I. Park- 
er. He remained in this sition about two 
years, when be moved to Bristol, Vt., some 
dozen miles from Vergennes, and there took 
charge of the large store of Mr. Samnel Barker, 
who was at that ume proprietor of a foundry, 2 
store, and several other evterprises. 

Mr. Bisseli staid in Bristol about two years, 
when the Western fever overtook him, and 

HE CAME TO CHICAGO, 
Here, in company with his father, be established 
the Bissell :iouse on the corner Lake and 
Franklin streets, and the firm conducied the 
establishment for about two years. 

In 1856 Mr. Bissell and Mr. Church establish- 
ed the American House on the corner of Lake 
street and Wabash avenue. This was at that 
time one of the largest and best houses in the 
City. 

In the fall of 1856 Mr. Bissell returned to Ver- 
mont apd was married at Vergennes to Miss 
Ellen D. Bixby, whose friendship he had eul- 
tivated while he had been a resident of the city 
where ehe resided. 

In 1858 Mr. Bissell entered into partnership 
with Mr. Goodrich, also a Vermonter, and the 
firm bought from Mesars. Stevens & Willard the 
Matteson House, then situated on the 
corner of Dearborn and Randolph streets. 
Under this management the Matteson 
retained and increased ite former 
— 1 and was for several years one of the 

t and most satisfactory hotels in the West. 
In 1859 a son was born to the Bisselis, and was 
named William H. His tragie death is recorded 
in the dispatch which tells bis father’s fate. 
This was the only child ever born to the parents. 

In 1868 the firm of Bissell & ich sold 
the Matteson House to Robert Hill, ita present 
owner, and Mr. Bissell, having accumulated 
considerable property,

CERTIFICATES OF INDEBTEDNESS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago 7'ribune: 

CIAO, Feb. 24.—The illegality of the float- 
ing debt of the city having become a public 
question, it can serve no good purpose to raise 
quibbles whereby it may remain in doubt. The 
debt itself is void; the certificates are ouly evi- 
dences of such a debt. 

It is void, first, because of the Constitution. 
The principle of that instrument is to require 
the State and every municipal division to pay 
cash, and incur no debts, éxcépt to a liniited ex- 
tent, and in sa manner expressly designated. 
Provision for casual indebtedness from failure 
in the revenue is made; 4180, for the purposes 
of war; but no other debt can be created except 
by the vote of the people. Even the Legis ature 
io not authorized to act as agent of the people 
for that purpose. (Art. IV., Sec. 17.) 

The direction relating to cities is as explicit. 
No debt shall be incurred in any mauner, or 
for any purpose, which, with existing indebted- 
ness, shall exceed 5 per cent on the assessed 
value of the property. And before or at the 
time any debt is incurred, provision must de 
made for the collection of a direct annual tax 
sul vient to pay the interest as it falls due, uud 
— the principal within twenty years. 
Only the legislative department of the city can 
make such provision; which makes it evident 


‘that no debt can be incurred or have the slight- 
est validity, except by ordinance enacted ia legal 


form fer that purpose (Art. IX., Sec. 12). 

The General Assembly shall require that ail the tax- 
able property within the limits of municipal corpora- 
tions shall be taxed for the payment of debts con- 
tracted under authority of law, such taxes to be uni- 
form in respect to persons and property within the 
jurisdiction of the body imposing the same (See. 10). 

This mortgages ail the property in the city 

the payment of every lawful debt. 

be General Assembly is authorized to em- 
power the corporate authorities of cities to levy 
and collect taxes for corporate purposes; but 
even the General Assembly is not vested with 
power to authorize cities to become indebted in 
any manner to exceed the 5 per cent, eren upon 
the credit of a tax to be collected. It is ob- 


served that the prohibition is, not that tbe city 


shall not become indebted upon bonds or upon 
certificates or written evidences, or for a period 
exceeding & year. or until taxes of the year shall 
be colfected ; it is that no eity shall be allo wed 
to become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose to an amount exceeding the limit. 

The modern theory of taxation of property is 
that the owner owes the State or municipality a 
contribution in proportion to the value of hi 
property ; after the levy or imposition of the tax 
by the taxing power, the owner owes to it the 
exact amount that has been ascertained to be his 
due proportion. The methods that may be re- 
sorted to to collect this debt are various. The 
Legislatures have power to resort to imprison- 
ment of the bodyof the owner; distress and 
sale of bis goods; seizure, lease, or sale of 
the lands; or suit in aseumpsit, or debt for the 
tax due. The right to summary remedies and 
the lien given as security does not change the 
relation of the tax-payer and State from the sim- 
ple relation of debtor aud creditor. No higher 
right in the property ever exists than that 
of a mere pledge or lien to secure & 
debt. It is of the same character with the 
property of a landlord in the goods of his 
tenant which the landlord may seize and sell to 
pay the rent due; itis of the same character 
with the property of the mortgagee in the thing 
mdrtgaged, or of the warehouseman of carrier 
in the goods stored or transported. Metaphori- 
cally each of these has a property in the thing; 
but in fact it 1s only a lien upon the thing to se- 
cure the payment of a debt. The debt is the 
principal thing in all cases, the lien is only the 
incident. Until the tax warrant is issued the 
debt is not due; until an opportunity is given to 
pay the debt no resort can be had to the proper- 
ty. Ifa man one s thousand articles of per- 
sonal property and owes $10 tax, this ie a hen 
alike on every article, yet there is no specific 
property in any one piece. Any one may be 
seized. and if omy is — —— * —

she debt may be sold ; but if the debt is tender- 
ed the default ends, the collector instantly be- 
comes atrespasser if he declines payment and 
attempts to hold the property. Metaphorically, 
every creditor has a property in his debtor's es- 


„ oy mortgagee has n

ant's estate, and every city in the tax debtor’s 
estate: but actually there is nothing but the re- 
lation of debtor and creditor with its incidental 
rights and remédies for collecting the debt. 

Creditors in turn sometimes ome debtors, 
and make pledges to secure their payment. 
Promissory notes are daily deposited as security, 
with the right to collect the money and apply it 
to pay the principal debt. ortgages are as- 
signed as secufity, rents are mortgaged for 
years in advance, and the revenues even of the 
Government of England, as well as many of the 
States, have been mortgaged for the payment of 
debte. The appropriation of avy tat for the 

yment of a debt incurred before the tax is ool- 
footed is partially mortgage of that 
tex. It can make no difference 
whether the tax is laid to be collected annually 
for twenty years to pay a debt as per- 
mitted by the Constitution, or is to be collected 
in one year or even one month from the time 
the debt begins. In any event, it is only pro- 
vision for a debt; if the provision happens to 


fot th appropriations however, 40 riot rise as 


certain fund when the money is collected ; but, 
unless the taxis {levied and appropriation of it 
made to pay a debt which has created in 
the constitutional manner upon the faith of 
such specific tax and appropriation, the Com- 
mon Council of a city has complete power to ro- 
beat the levy of the tax, withdraw the warrant, 
and annul the appropriation. 

The length of time that à debt has to run. 
whether one day or twenty years, does not affect 

fact that itisadebt. The prohibition of 
the Constitution is that no city shall be allowed 
to become indebted in any manner, ete, Debts 
are incurred in many Ways, e. g.: borro 
money, purchasing property, employing labor, 
eto. ; agreeing for a credit, or giving a certificate 
of Monae ees en or promissory note, or bond, is 
not necessarily any part of or connected with 
the becoming indebted. As this floating debt 
was incurred after the new Constitution became 
law, it was void in its origin, and no certificate of 
indebtedness can give it validity : ' 

If the Constitution had not prohibited the in- 
crease of debt, still the floating debt of the city 
would be void under the charter of 1872, becarise 
Bec. 1 of Art. V., and Secs. 3 and 4 of Art. VII., 
cover the whole subject of incurring debt, and 
vest the ge éxclusivély in the Common 
Council. This, necessarily, works a repeal: of 
all power to borrow in any other manner than 
that designated, or through any other officers. 
No debt can be incurred except by specific order 
or resolution, and even such a resolution cannot 
increase the debt one penny beyond the limit of 
5 percent. The doctrine that such general law 
necessarily works a repeal of provisions of 
special charters was first announced in An- 
drews vs. The People, a city-tax case decided in 
Jane last, and has been affirmed this wiutef in 
four decisions, including the South Park cases. 

The sophistry of the idea that no debt bas 
been incurred or is evidenced by the certiticates 
of indebtedness in question, but the transaction 
constitutes only an appropriation of the taxes 
to be collected, is made more apparent by the 
Comptroller's suggestion that these millions 
cannot be paid out of the taxes, and that those 
taxes were in fact levied for and appropriated to 
other purposes by the Common Council. 

Necessity for this rigorous limitation of the 
total amount of indebtedness is found in the 
fact that every dollar's worth of property in the 
city is mortgaged for the payment of every law- 
ful debt. and the Geveral Assembly must re- 
quire that all the taxable property shall be taxed 
to pay every such debt. 

Many towns and cities had incurred debts so 
great as to destroy their prosperity. New York 
had incurred a floating debt the amount of which 
was fora long time unknown, and supposed to 
reach nearly 6100, 000. 00. Chicago suddenly 
discovers a floating debt almost equa! to the 
revenues of a whole year. If this is valid. the 
game Officers can in the same manner create a 
debt equal to ten years’ revenue. and the courts 
can compel the levy of a tax to pay it. On the 
other hand, the power to obtain credit for im- 
portant purposes may be thoughtlessly exhaust- 
ed on frivolous subjects by subordinate officers. 

The necessity that the Common Council! alone 
shall provide for the creation of each debt spe- 
cifically by its ordinance grows out of the mit- 
ation, for it is only in tome such manner that 
the Council and the creditor ean know the total 
ot debts, and the point where the power of the 
Council is exhausted and it ceases to be the 
agent of the people suthorized to mortgage 
their property. 

Upon the certificates of indebteduess a quib- 
ble is attempted by the pameto exempt them 
from the denomination of city bonds. This is 
not correct. Any written obligation for the pav- 
ment of money séaled with the seal of the cor- 
poration, or even signed by its officers in a 
manner authorized to create an obligation to pay, 
or writing obligatorv,” is a bond within the 
general meaning of the term. Counties, cities, 
aud private corporations rarely give penal bonds. 
and oftener give mere promissory notes than 
anything else. Yet in railroad foreclosures it 
has never been doubted that the mortgages in 
terms given to secure the bonds of the Com- 
pany did, in fact, secure these writings obliga- 
tory by that description. These certificates of 
indebteduess coustitute a bonded debt of the 
eity or nothing.

NORTHWEST TEXAS. 
To the Editor of The’ Chicave Tribune: 

Granam, Young Co., Tax., Feb. 17.—While the 
tide of immigration sets steady and strong to- 
ward Texas, it occurred to me that afew words 
regarding the northwest part of the State might 
not be uninteresting to the many readers of Tun 
Tripune throughout the great Northwest. 

Those who would seek a cheap home in a new 
and prosoerous country would do well to visu 
the northwest counties in the Lone Star 
State,. The climate is delightful and healthy. 
With a sufficient elevation. aod far enough re- 
moved toward the north, the country is abso- 
lutely safe from the terrible diseases that fre- 
quentiy prevall in the more southern districts 
alonx the coast. 

The general features of the surface are some- 
what broken. yeu there are vast reaches of gen- 
tly undulatms prairies rolling off for maoy miles 
of tillable land all covered over with a heavy 
growth of vegetation. Besides this can be 
found a large quantite of fine valley aud bottom 
lands along the numerous water courses. The 
soil is everywhere very fertile. Cotton and corn 
are successfully grown side by side iu the 
same fiela. The small grains, however, ate the 
surest erops, which are considered certain. 
Woeat and oats return enormour yielda to the 
farmers for their toil. Fifty bushels of wheat 
have frequently been raised on one acre, while 
30 bushels is about an average yield. This part 
of the State is rapidly fillog up with a thrifty, 
epterprising class of people from all parts of 
the Union, with @ very large element from the 
Northwestern States. The frontier is’ being 
driven back by these pushing people. Three 
years ago there were po more that a dozen 
voters in this (Young) County, while now there 
is a voting population of 600 or 700. There is 


also a proportional growth in material progress, 
Along by 25 side of the log cabin are seen the 
more preteutious neces of frame, brick, 


and stone. 

The county is well watered and admirably 
adapted to stock-raising. In fact there is no 
better. The Upper Brazos Country” base 
long been famous among stock-men. The 
eattle, numbered by the tens of thousands, are 
seen grazing lazily on the wide rolling prairies, 
feeding upon the rich grasses, and growing day 
by day and night by night money in the Owners 
pockets. 

The mining interest in this eoutity also bids 
fair to be of great importance, Fine veins of 
excellent block coal have been discovered. Con- 
sidering the fact that oni¥ in a few localities has 
coal been found in Texas, there is no doubt that 
these coal-fields will be worked very profitabiy 
as soon as railroad communications are had to 
carry off the product. This coal interest, too, 
will be an important factor in determiumg the 
route of any Southern Pacitic Road. This leads 
me to remark that all the people are hopeful 
that the T. & P. Road will be speedily built ont 
this far at any rate. One of the surveyed routes 
of that road runs directly through thie county, 
and a little to the north of the county seat. Two 
of the engineers who were engaged on the sur- 
vey r this as the most practicable way, and 
have located in Graham in the full and 
firm belief tbat the road will be con- 
structed on this line.

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Jarors Own Up to Their Ignorance of 
Their Own Action. 


— — 


Taking a Vote to Convince a Reporter. 


The Grand Jury yesterday commenced an ex- 
amination into the charges published in these 
columns that money had been used to secure the 
discharge by that body of Roney, held for the 
alleged murder of Michael Schaetzlein and Fred- 
erick Roos, on South Halsted street. The wit- 
nesses called were the two Tamer reporters 
who had written the articles in which the charges 
bad been made. The one who wrote the Original 
article was firet called. He was ushered into the 
presence of the inquisitors, shown a chair, asked 
by a juror for a fresh quid of tobacco, and the 
investigation commenced. 

‘* Your name, sir,” asked the clerk, Mr. Birch. 
This being answered, was followed with the 
usual questions about occupation, and Did 
you write the article in question ?” 

Then came a deluge of questions from all quar- 
ters of the room, ali calculated to find ont 1? any 
money had been used with the jury, and, if so, 
who had been the fortunate jurors.

The attempt to bring out the bottom 
facts in the city- printing scandal will prob- 
ably result, as such investigations usually do 
in Chicago, in a complete fizzle.

One set of witnesses swear that 
certain go-betweens proposed to secure 
the job for a specified sum of money, 
and the identical go-betweens swear 
with equal solemnity that they never pro- 
posed anything of the sort. It will be gen- 
erally concluded that the solicitor of a bribe 
would not scruple to commit perjury to 
shield himself and his partners in cor- 
ruption, but the Grand Jury is not likely 
to draw any such fine distinctions be- 
tween conflicting statements.

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
have obtained from Secretary Fise certain 
documents relating to Gen. Schack and the 
Emma Mine scandal, but suspect that other 
papers are withheld by the State Depart- 
ment, and will ask the Secretary to dig a lit- 
tle deeper into the files and see if he can’t 
bring up something more to the point. So 
far, the Committee have only ascertained that 
an intimation was conveyed to Gen. ScHENCcE, 
that his Emma Mine relations were not con- 
sidered just the thing in a Foreign Minister, 
and that he thereupon resigned his position 
as Director, taking good care, however, in 
his letter of resignation, to publicly assert 
his full confidence in the “‘ value and profita- 
bleness of the property,” together with his 
high esteem and appreciation of the remain- 
ing Directors. There is a strong feeling that 
this is not, or at least ought not to be, all the 
correspondence of interest which passed be- 
tween Minister-Director Scuznck and the 
State Department. 


THE RATE OF TARIFF. TAXATION. 

In the thieves’ /.-O., or interconvertible 
organ, there is a complaint that Tar CHO 
TripvunzE has misrepresented the average 
duties imposed by the tariff. The /.-O. says: 
Said Tae CHICCO Trisune, Feb. 21: The present 
tariff has an average duty of 48 per cent in gold.” 
That is a deliberate falsehood, The writer knew it to 
be such when he placed it on paper, because he knew 
that he was only guessing, and hence could not be 
certain whether he was near to or distant from the 
truth, We have before us an oſheial publication by 
the National Bureau of Statistics entitled, Home 
Consumption and Impost Statements,” comprising 
certain tables ot the forthcoming annual Report on 
Commerce and Navigation.” At the close of Table 
No, A,“ the average rate of duty on ali dutiable im- 
ports for the year ending June 30, 1375, is given as 
40,62 per cent, which is certainly not 43 per cent. 

The official publication aforesaid sets forth 
in detail the quantities, values, rates of duty, 
and amount of duties, on imports for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1875. The aver- 
age rate of duty on the dutiable articles is 
given, as stated, at 40.62 per cent. These 
are the duties as they stood prior to the 
action of Congress at the last session, which 
restored or added ten per cent to the rates of 
duties on which this table was compiled. 
The duties on imports are, therefore, over 10 
per cent higher at this time than they were 
during the fiscal year of 1875. During the 
year ending in June, 1875, the value of many 
lines of goods had declined seriously ; in sev- 
eral lines of goods where the duty is the 
highest, the importations fell off largely or 
nearly ceased. The total value of imports in 
1875 was $547,000,000, against $595,000,000 
in the year 1874, a decline of $50,000,000. 
The value of the dutiable goods imported in 
1875 was $379,795,000, against $415,784,000 
in 1874, a decline of $36,000,000 in value. A 
decline in the value of the goods on which 
the highest rates of duty are levied of course 
reduces the average duty on the whole vol- 
ume of imports. The value of the goods 
imported in 1875 on which the 10 per cent 
additional duty has since been levied was 
about $140,000,000, and the duty actually 
paid was in the neighborhood of $60,000,000. 
Had these same goods been taxed at the pres- 
ent rates of tariff, they would have produced 
about $66,500,000, or an average on these 
particular classes of goods of 474 per cent in 
gold. That is the average rate now charged 
on them by the present tariff. This addition 
would have added $6,500,000 to the whole 
duty, and added to the general average equal to 
about 4} per cent, making the average rate of 
tax on the dutiable goods about 44.40 per cent. 
This rate of 44.40 per cent in gold, reduced to 
currency at 88 cents, is equal to 50 per cent. 
But the rate of tax to consumers is not to be 
measured by the mere sum paid at the Cus- 
tom-House. There are several other items 
entering into the tax rate. Given in round 
numbers, the whole value of the dutiable 
goods imported in 1875 andthe duty paid 
thereon was as follows: 


Whole value of goods 

Duty thereon 

Add the increase of duty now in force 

Importers’ profit, 20 per cent on duty. 

Twelve and per cent on gold paid 
for duty 


Total addition to first cost 
This is a protection of nearly 60 per cent 
on the whole list of taxed imports. We have 
not included the premium on the gold paid 
for the original imports, amounting—with 
currency at 88 cents—to nearly $40,000,000, 
or equal to 13 per cent additional protection. 
It is impossible to follow a tax through all 
its ramifications. We have here, however, 
taking the whole dutiable imports, traced up 
an average rate of tax in our currency of 64 
per cent ; but, taking some of the lines of im- 
ports, that rate of tax is inconsiderable. Let 
us give the present rates of duty in gold 
which are paid at the Custom-House on the

This list of articles taxed at the rates 
given might be made twice as long. The 
I.-O. can take the list and fill it out at its 
leisure and defend it as it pleases. We have 
shown that the increase of 10 per cent in 
the duties made last winter falls upon the 
goods most essential in domestic use; that 
upon the whole dutiable importations the 
average tax, including the incidence, is far 
beyond 48 per cent; and that upon a variety 
of the most indispensable articles the tax 
ranges from 50 to 100 per cent. 

The theory of the J.-O. is that the higher 
the tax the more perfect the tariff. Even if 
we had overrated the average tax, it was, ac- 
cording to the J.-O., but giving the abomina- 
tion a merit it was not entitled to in fact. 

SUPPORTING CANDIDATES. 

The Chicago Journal undertakes to rebuke 
Tue Trisune for assuming to differ about 
matters and things with Acting-Gov. Bxv- 
ERIDGE, and accuses this paper with a pupose 
to defeat the nomination of the Governor for 
re-election. 

Tue CurcaGco. Tarox has had a life in this 
city dating back beyond the birth or organi- 
zation of the Republican party, and during 
that time has always been in favor of free 
speech, and of free criticism of all men in 
office, of all men seeking office, without ref- 
erence to what party they may belong, and of 
all measures and policies, no matter by what 
party they may be proposed. Tun Cxicaco 
TRIBUNE does not intend to alter its course in 
this respect. It fearlessly criticises all pub- 
lic measures, and it defends or opposes them 
from the standpoint of the public good. It 
supports Republican policies and Republican 
candidates because they are preferable to the 
policies and men proposed by others. It 
gives an intelligent support to the Republic- 
an party and not the support of a servile de- 
pendent, a hireling, or an expectant of favors. 
It considers, and acts upon the judgment, 
that the best time to criticise candidates for 
office is before, rather than after, their nomi- 
nation. Parties may do much good by avoid- 
ance. It is a greater party victory to beat an 
incompetent or unfit candidate in Convention 
than it is to elect him after he is nominated. 
The one case is the prevention of an evil; the 
other is the infliction of a public calamity. 

While Tux Cuicaco Trisvunz has not yet 
said it was opposed to the continuance of 
Gov. Brveripex in the office of Governor for 
eight years, nor has it expressed any prefer- 
ence for another candidate, yet it claims the 
perfect right to oppose his renomination, and 
an equal right to support some one else for 
that high office. These rights belong to 
every Republican voter in Illinois, and why 
not to the editor of THz Trrunz? If Tue 
Trrsune shall consider it to be the best pol- 
icy of the party to renominate Brveripcs or 
to nominate some other person, Tu TRIn- 
une will not hesitate to do what it may con- 
sider its duty to the party and to the State. 
Tue Tammo rejects the servile idea of the 
Journal, that no candidate for nomination is 
to be criticised, but that a newspaper must 
keep silent and hold itself in readiness to 
blow the trumpet of the man who foists 
himself on the ticket by the tricks and 
manipulations of the professional office- 
hunter. If any man or paper have any rea 
son why a person seeking and scheming 
for an office should not be nominated, the 
time to speak is before the nomination. 

If so disposed, Taz Trrsunz claims and 
will assert the right to criticise or praise the 
candidacy of Mr. Byron or any other 
person asking to be nominated for Governor. 
It has criticised some of his official acts, as it 
did those of his predecessors, Oc.essr, 
Patmer, and Yates. It has the right, and 
will exercise it, of criticising and opposing 
the opinions which Gov. Brvrerrpas or any 
other seeker of a nomination may express as 
to the principles and policy of the Republic- 
an party. 

The editor of the Journal is opposing the 
renomination of Gov. Bxvrnwon, and pos- 
sibly more effectually than any other man in 
the State. He is a candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. He lives in the same rural town 
in Cook County with Gov. Brvrermes, and 
knows full well that his only earthly chance 
for a nomination is the defeat of Gov. Brv- 
ERIDGE. His candidacy is a direct menace— 
a bold effort—to unseat Bevreripcz, and yet 
he complains that Tun Trisunz is disposed 
not to support Bevermpcr! 

The fact is that the newspaper which has 
no opinions, has mo concern for the welfare 
of the party, which dares not warn against 
error nor demand the expurgation of evil, 
which accepts implicitly what is given to it, 
and is forever pressing the hand that is smit- 
ing and crushing the party, is not worthy a 
place or name in journalism. Its support is 
that of the bondman and not of the freeman ; 
of the grinning idiot and not of the intelli- 
gent mind; and Tux Curcaco Trieuns has 
never been, and does not now intend to be, 
a newspaper of that character, and if this is 
to be considered opposition to Bzveriper, or 
opposition to any other candidate, we rejoice 
that we are in opposition. 

BABCOCK’S ACQUITTAL. 

The verdict of acquittal in Col. Bascocx’s 
case, Which was brought in by the jury after 
only two hours’ consultation, can scarcely 
have surprised any one who has kept close 
track of the testimony. It would be diffi- 
cult for any candid man who has read the 
proceedings from day to day to say, if he 
had been on the jury, he would under oath 
have held that the evidence established Bas- 
cock’s guilty connection with the whisky con- 
spiracy. Itis possible that the same sus- 
picion may have been created that originally 
led the Grand Jury toindict him, but it has 
been the general conviction of thinking men, 
ever since the prosecution closedits case, that 
the suspicious circumstances were not 
sufficiently strengthened by the evidence 
produced to warrant a verdict of guilty. 
In considering it, it must be kept in mind 
that the existence of a conspiracy was not 
denied by the defense, and that the only 
question for the jury to consider was whether 
Col. Bascock was implicated. This was 
clearly pointed out by Judge Dutuon in his 
charge, the effect of which was unquestiona- 
bly favorable to the defendant. The Court 
instructed that there was no direct evidence 
implicating the defendant; that he might be 
convicted by circumstantial evidence, but 
that such evidence should be examined with 
great caution ; and, finally, that it was equally 
the duty of the jury to protect the citizens of 
the United States from suffering on account: 
of mere suspicion as well as to protect the 
Government. It did not require long for the 
jury to determine that there was not suffi- 
cient evidence to convict. To some this will 
simply mean Not proven”; others will ac- 
cept it as a thorough vindication. It is cer- 
tain that the trial has been condueted with 


to secure Bascocs’s acquittal on account of 
the place he holds in the President’s official 
family. He has been tried by the same rules 
as would have been applied to any other man, 
and there is no reason to doubt that any other 
would have been acquitted under the same 
presentment of all the facts. All this is 
strongly in Bascocs’s favor. 

A case which has attracted so general atten- 
tion as this has not failed to elicit free com- 
ment on the manner in which the defense 
has been conducted. We do not hesitate to 
say now, however, what we were unwilling to 
say before the conclusion of the trial, that 
Col. Bascocr’s safety was seriously jeopar- 
dized by too many doctors and too much 
physic,—not but that his lawyers were all 
able men, and labored industriously and des- 
perately in his behalf, but because they de- 
fended him as if they believed him guilty, and 
were trying to save him from the Penitentiary 
rather than vindicate him and free him 
from all suspicion before the world. From 
the very first, his attorneys were technical, 
contesting with zeal the introduction of every 
piece of evidence, even of those parts which 
they had announced were susceptible of the 
plainest and most satisfactory explanation. 
From the beginning to the end the attorneys 
for the defense conducted the case precisely 
as they would have done had their client's 
escape from conviction depended not on his 
innocence, but upon breaking down and ex- 
cluding the evidence offered to prove him 
guilty. When the case began, the country 
was prepared for the prompt acquittal of 
Bancocx, but his counsel dragged it out by 
their objections to the introduction of testi- 
mony, letters, and dispatches, by long argu- 
ments on technical points of law, and finally 
by tedious closing speeches which were 
unnecessarily elaborate and verbose. It is 
a wonder that they did not in this 
way seriously prejudice their client’s case. 
There was at no time during the trial a dis- 
position on the part of the counsel for the 
defense to throw all the doors open and in- 
vite the whole world to contribute of infor- 
mation, in whatever shape it might come, as 
if confident of their ability to demonstrate 
Col. Bascocr’s innocence by a complete ex- 
position of his personal accounts and actions. 
Had such a course been adopted, the verdict 
of acquittal would have been of greater satis- 
faction to his friends, though this verdict 
perhaps is a greater triumph, as showing that 
such prejudice as the line of defense left did 
not influence the jury to pronounce him 
guilty when the evidence did not warrant it. 
Bat his own counsel kept up the suspicion 
constantly. The result of the trial, never- 
theless, is a matter for general congratula- 
tion, as it is an escape from the greatest dis- 
grace that has threatened the country in the 
entire whisky conspiracy. 


BOWEN’S EXODUS. 

The very remarkable interview between 
Mr. Bowrn and the Plymouth Church Com- 
mittee has twosides toit. the one humorous, 
the other disgraceful. Hitherto Mr. Bowzn 
has provoked feelings of sympathy and of 
admiration, as well as of disgust and of con- 
tempt ; now he has set the public in a broad 
guffaw at his remarkable display of cowardly 
agility. What new development the Sphinx 
will develope in eonnection with this scandal 
it is difficult to determine. During the time 
that he has maintained his stony silence, he 
has inspired a certain sort of reverential awe. 
He has been veiled in mystery like the 
Prophet of Khorassan. The public has waited 
such time as he should open his lips with the 
same degree of painful curiosity that spec- 
tators watch a volcano in momentary expec- 
tation of its eruption. Now that the time 
has come, however, the contrast between the 
Sphinx resting with sealed lips and gazing 
calmly into the future, and the Sphinx flying 
through the back door of Parson HALLwar's 
residence with a liberal representation of 
Plymouth Ch brethren howling at his 
heels, blunts edge of his oracular utter- 
ances, strips of dignity, majesty, and 
mystery, and places him before the world very 
much in the attitude of a physical 
and moral coward, with nothing admirable 
about his composition except his legs. In 
all the presentations of human weakness 
and absurdity upon the stage thereis nothing 
more exquisitely humorous or broadly ridic- 
ulous than this picture of the “ editor, 
proprietor, and publisher of the Jndepend- 
ent, the signer of the Tripartite Treaty, the 
repository of all the secrets of the scandal, 
the central pillar of Plymouth Church,—in a 
word, the Sphinx,—suddenly plunging about 
Parson Hatiipay’s parlors with ‘straining 
eyes, disheveled hair, and outstretched 
arms, darting at this door and that, upsetting 
tables and kicking over chairs, threatening 
the utter ruin of Hatiimay’s furniture, hal- 
looing with “lusty lungs, his two sons mean- 
while executing a war-dance and making the 
air blue with threats, and the fifty brethren 
of Plymouth Church gesticulating and howl- 
ing, anathematizing and maranathematizing, 
dodging the flying furniture, and desperately 
seeking to detain the peripatetic Sphinx, and 
wrest from him the uttermost secret of his 
mysterious soul. The effort, however, was 
fruitless. Adit, excessit, evasit, erupit The 
brethren failed to shut the back door, and 
out of it went the Sphinx like a shot from 
a columbiad, and as he went through the 
friendly hole left by the carpenter he shouted 
for help not to the police, not to constables, 
not to sheriffs, not to any of the minions of 
the law, but to two minions of the fourth 
estate eavesdropping at the foot of the 
stairs for such stray crumbs of information 
as might fall from the rooms above. He 
knew that the pen was mightier than the 
sword, and he calculated not in vain, for the 
reporters rushed into the fray, and with pen- 
cils for javelins and note-books for shields, 
covered his retreat until he was far away 
from Parson Hauurmay’s chambers of inqui- 
sition, which but for the vulgar authority of 
the courts might have been filled with racks, 
and thumbscrews, and pincers; far away 
from the brethren of Plymouth Church, who, 
but for the same merciful obstacle, might 
have compelled him to recant all that he has 
charged, and then saved his soul by sending 
it to the better world. 

This is the ridiculous side of the interview; 
but there is another side to it which reflects 
disgrace upon Plymouth Church. Whether 
Mr. Bowzn knows anything or knows noth- 
ing; whether he is a falsifier, or slanderer, or 
not; whatever opinion people may have of 
him, the disgraceful action of Plymouth 
Church remains the same. When Mr. Bowrn 
agreed to appear before the Plymouth 
Church Examining Committee and sub- 
stantiate his charges, he did not expect to 
appear before any one but the ini 
Committee. This was the implied under- 
standing, and Plymouth Church violated 
faith. When Mr. Bowen appeared in Parson 
Hatimay’s parlors, he was confronted not 


‘only by the Examining Commities bat hy | 


members of Plymouth Church, by the Presi- 
dent of the Advisory Council, by sundry 
preachers, by lawyers, by relatives of Mr. 
Buucurr, by the inevitable O.iven JoHNSON, 
and finally by Mr. Bzxcues himself, who 
confronted Mr. Bowzn as well as he could 
behind a door ina corner, evidently having 
chosen this secluded spot either to suddenly 
pounce out and make one of his dramatic et- 
fects or because he hada realizing sense that 
he had no business to be there, and that mod- 
esty would have induced him to stay at home 
with mother.“ There were, all told, fifty 
brethren confronting him, and they were evi- 
dently in attendance for the purpose of in- 
timidating him, in which they succeeded. 
The act of Mr. Wurrz in locking the doors 
upon Mr. Bowen was the act of a lun- 
atic. There was no reason for Mr. 
Bowen to apprehend violence, except 
upon the ground that lunatics are 
sometimes dangerous; but Mr. Bowen being 
a coward evidently did apprehend that he 
might be harmed, and may have had in his 
mind the recollection of Franx Movirton’s 
narrow escape from the frenzied mob in 
Plymouth Church. However this may be, 
the delegation from Plymouth Church acted 
like a parcel of idiots, and if some of them 
had had their heads punched the retribution 
for their idioey would have been righteous. 
One can hardly read the account of this in- 
terview without wishing that Franx Movu.ton 
or some other ‘‘ heathen” had been in Bow- 
s place who could have putina decided 
physical protest against this idiotic manifes- 
tation of religious assumption. In that case 
it is altogether probable that the seance would 
have ended with the flight of Plymouth 
Church through HALL war's back door, 
Brother Wuarrz and Tearful Tommy bringing 
up the rear with battered heads. As it has 
eventuated, however, the miserable farce 
shows Bowrn to be altogethera coward if 
not a humbug besides, and the Plymouth 
Church delegation a pack of lanatics who 
have brought disgrace upon themselves and 
the church. If some dynamite fiend could 
blow the whole pack heavenwards and thus 
end the matter, it would not be an unwelcome 
denouement to the disgusting farce which is 
damaging religion more than all other causes 
combined. 


MEANINGLESS DZMOCRATIC BUNCOMBE. 

The National Democratic Committee adopt- 
ed a resolution just before its adjournment 
which has been telegraphed thoughout the 
country as a sort of national address to fire 
the popular heart. Whatever influence it 
may have on the popular heart, it is pretty 
certain that the popular mind will promptly 
repudiate it as an unfair partisan document, 
intended to deceive the unthinking with posi- 
tive untruths but half hidden under some 
glittering generalities. ‘* Co-operation,” say 
the Committee, is desired from all persons 
who would change an Administration that has 
suffered the public credit to become and re- 
main inferior to other and less-favored na- 
tions.” This is purposely obscure, but not the 
less untrue, whatever construction may be 
put dponit. If the Democratic Committee 
refer to the interest which the Governme 
pays on its bonds, there is a direct deception. 
In 1861 the Government paid as high as 7 3-10 
per cent interest on a part of its obligations. 
The 7-308 were redeemed from the proceeds 
of bonds bearing only 6 per cent interest. 
Since then a large portion of the outstanding 
6 per cents have been canceled, and 5 per 
per cents issued in place thereof. And there 
is now a proposition before Congress author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to sell 
44 per cent bonds at par to take up the 
remainder of the 6 per cents. There is no 
doubt that these bonds can be readily nego- 
tiated by making them run thirty years. 
The policy of the Government has been to 
issue short bonds with a view to their early 
retirement and the rapid reduction of the 
debt. Had the opposite policy been pursued 
it would have been easy to sell bonds at still 
lower rates of interest. But even as it is, 
there is only one Government in the world— 
that of Great Britain—which can borrow 
money at a lower rate of interest. France pays 
5 per cent; Russia could scarcely sell 6 per 
cent bonds bonds at par to-day. England alone 
commands money at lower rates, but it is with 
securities that amount to a perpetual invest- 
ment. The improvement of American credit 
under the administration of the Republican 
party has been owing to a constant adherence 
to the policy of maintaining the public faith 
in the payment of interest and principal of 
the debt in gold, and by such management of 
the public service as to reduce the debt 
$500,000,000 and at the same time reduce 
taxation. Any damage that has been done the 
credit of American securities has come from 
the periodical agitation of the favorite Demo- 
cratic policy of paying the United States 
bonds in depreciated greenbacks. It cannot 
be charged that the Republican party has in 
any way subscribed to this pernicious and 
dishonest intention. 

If the sentence we have quoted from the 
Democratic address does not refer to the 
United States bonded debt but to the non- 
interest-bearing notes of the Government, 
then it is equally false and unfair. It is the 
Republican party which has steadily kept in 
view the redemption of these notes in specie, 
which has limited their issue by act of Con- 
gress to not more than $400,000,000, and 
which has declared by act of Congress that it 
is the duty of the Government to provide for 
their redemption in specie at the earliest 
practicable moment. It is the Democratic 
party, on the other hand, which is constantly 
proposing in its Conventions to exceed the 
legal limit of the greenback issue, in the face 
of a virtual decision by the Supreme Court 
that an additional issue in time of peace 
would be unconstitutional. It is the Demo- 
cratic party with a majority in Congress 
which now proposes to repeal the act fixing 
a date for resumption, without substituting 
anything in lieu thereof, which will advance 
the Republican policy of redeeming the 
greenbacks. In point of fact, whether as 
regards the United States bonds or the 
United States notes, every action of the Re- 
publican party, since a large public debt was 
rendered necessary by the rebellion of the 
Southern Democrats, has been to appreciate 
the public credit, while every action of the 
Democratic party has been calculated to de- 
preciate the public credit. 

There is one other point in this Democratic 
address which should not be permitted to 
pass unnoticed. It charges that the Repub- 
lican party bas stifled trade by unequal, 
unjust, and pernicious legislation.” This is 
a generalization that evidently refers to the 
tariff. Before the Democrats can say any- 
thing on this subject they must improve 
their present opportunities to revise the tariff 
in the interest of trade. They now control 
by nearly a two-thirds majority the popular 
branch of Congress, in which all measures 
must originate for providing the funds for 
the Government machinery. They now hold 
the purse, and are able to constrain the other 


| branches of the Government to fallow them 


in any reforms they may suggest. The Pub- 
lic (the leading financial newspaper of the 
country) very properly says that, if the Mor- 
SO Tariff Revision bill is adopted in the 
House, it will become a law,” and that the 
Republican Senate will not dare to make an 
issue in the Presidential election upon 
such a measure.” The whole question 
of the tariff is, therefore, actually in 
the hands of the Democrats. What will 
they do with it? They have been in session 
nearly three months and have done nothing 
so far. Mr. Morrison has suggested a meas- 
ute for revising the tariff, which the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means have not reported, 
nor even considered, as far as we can learn. 
It does not seem unlikely, indeed, that Demo- 
catic action on the tariff in Congress will be 
nearly a counterpart of that three years ago 
when, pretending to be a party of revenue 
reform, the Democrats nominated as a stand- 
ard-bearer a man who was a recognized luna- 
tic on the subject of protection. At that time 
the Democrats ‘‘ relegated the consideration 
of the tariff to the Congressional Districts; 
but, now that they have the opportunity to 
take Congressional charge of the matter, they 
fail to carry out their common pretense of 
reforming the revenue. Until they fulfill 
this pledge they are in no position to criti- 
cise the Republican party in this regard. 


THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY-FUND. 

The retention of the Japanese Indemnity- 
Fund by the United States isan actof na- 
tional dishonor, as will be shown by the cir- 
cumstances which occasioned its payment in 
1863. At that time the real rule of Japan was 
in the hands of the Tycoon, the authority of 
the Mikado being only nominal. The latter 
was hostile to the Tycoon’s policy, and was 
sdstained by the Daimios or Governors of 
provinces, one of whom, Cnosro, rebelled. 
During this rebellion an American steamer, 
the Pembroke, was attacked by two of Ono- 
srv’s steamers in a narrow strait. The 
United States steamer Wyoming sailed to 
Cuosrv’s territory and took retaliation by in- 
flicting serious damage upon the Japanese. 
Subsequently, French and Dutch vessels were 
fired into in the same locality and took similar 
redress. The Tycoon’s Government expressed 
regret, and promised to chastise Cuosiu as 
soon as it could, meanwhile asking for for- 
bearance. The United States Minister made 
a claim for $10,000 indemnity, which was 
paid in 1864, with $2,000 interest, and there- 
upon the Minister expressed himself as satis- 
fied. Inasmuch, however, as the Japanese 
Government was not able to guarantee pro- 
tection to foreign vessels in CHosro's locality, 
the Foreign Ministers sent an expedition of 
nine British, four Dutch, and three. French 
vessels, and a little chartered steamer to rep- 
resent the United States, with which they de- 
molished CHosro's fortifications. They then 
compelled the Tycoon’s Government to guar- 
antee the payment of an indemnity of 
$3,000,000 to cover the expenses of the expe- 
dition. Japan faithfully paid the money, and 
of this amount the United States Govern- 
ment has already received $750,000, which 
is additional to the sum with which the 


American Minister was perfectly satisfied. 


This money has been obtained by the high- 
way robbery of afriend. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment has always been friendly to ours, 
and has shown Americans more favors than 
the people of any other country. It has al- 
ready made a large appropriation ,for the 
Centennial Exhibition, and sent an American 
citizen, who has been in Japan during the 
past three years, as her Commissioner. It 
would be a very graceful and grateful act for 
the United States to reciprocate this good 
feeling and return this money, prin- 
cipal and interest, which does not 
belong to us, and which was erxtorted 
from her. The holding of it is national dis- 
honor. The bill offered in the House by Mr. 
Mowrog provides for its return, but suggests 
that the Japanese Government should be in- 
vited to establish a university with it for the 
education of Japanese and American youths. 
The suggestion is quite as superflous as it 
would be for a highway robber to return his 
money to his victim with the recommenda- 
tion that he apply it to purposes of charity. 
All that the United States can do in the 
premises is to return this money which does 
not belong to us, and to return it at once. 
What the Japanese may do with it is no af- 
fair of ours.

One Representative from New York, who ad- 
dressed the Committee on Tuesday last, sub- 
miited a messize which it is hoped will be 
satisfactory, not only to the bard-money 
men of the East, and Texas, and 
the Pacific Coast, but which also will 
secure the support of Southern and Western 
members who are opposed to contraction. but 
who see the necessity of yielding some of their 
opinions in arranging a compromise measure. 
This proposition contemplates the annual accu- 
mulation in the United States Treasury of $30,- 
000,000 in gold com or bullion. At any time after 
the amount so accumulated shall have reached 
$150,000,000, the Secretary of the Treasury may, 
at his discretion, and after due notice, begin the 
redemption of United States notes in coin, and it 
shall be obligatory upon him to do so when the 
amount of gold accumulated in the Treasury 
shall be 6300, 000. 000. In order to provide for 
securing the gold thus to be accumulated, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is directed to discon- 
tinue the sale of gold received as revenue and 
to use all surplus revenues of the Treasury for 
the purchase of more if necessary. eis also 
temporarily relieved from the necessity of pro- 
viding for the sinking fund to the extent of the 
amount of gold anoually accumulated, and, 
should there still be a deficiency, he may issue 
either 4 or 5 per cent bonds of the United 
States for the purpose of purchasing coin or 


bullion. If at any time, owing to ths 
operations of this plan, the revenues 
of gold should de insufficient to meet 


the annual appropriations the Secretary of the 
Treasury is to be allowed to issue Treasury notes 
bearing interest ata rate not exceeding 6 per 
cent, to be redeemed atthe end of one year. 
the total amount of such notes outstanding at 
any one time not to exceed $30.000, 000. 
AN ARBITRARY FEATURE. : 
this plan the National Banks are also for- 
bidden to dispose of the gold received aa interest 
on their bonds deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States, but may be allowed to lend a por- 
tion or the whole of it, to be repaid in gold, and 
to count any balance in their pos- 
session not 80 loaned as 2 part 
of the reserve which they ere required by law to 
have. The bill also provides for the repeal of 
that part of the Resumption act of last year 
which directs the Secretary of the Treasury to 
begin the redemption of the outstanding green- 
back circulation on the lst of January. 1879. 
The Committee had po meeting to-day, but a 
slightly improved feeling seems to prevail 
among the Democratic members of the House, 
and a strong hope is expressed that the majority 
of the Committee will agree to some measure of 
resumption, either like that proposed by Payne, 
of Ohio, or by the Representative of New York 
already referred to. 
NAVAL AFFAIRS. 
MOTION FOR A BILL OF PARTICULARS. . 
Special vwnatch to The Chicago Trioune, 
Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 24.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs has agreed to unani- 
mously report a bill providing that hereafter all 
appropriations for the naval service shall be 
itemized. The Navy Department hitherto has 
been somewhat exceptional! in this respect. The 
other Departments are obliged by law to submit 
estimates separately for each subject for which 
an appropriation is asked. The appropriations 
for the Navy Department have been made in 
bulk. Owing to this form of appropriation, it 


has deen possible to transfer funds 
from one class of = appropriations to 
another almost without limit. In the 


recent investigations of the Naval Committee, 
indeed, it has been proved that several war-sbips 
have been constructed in New Engiaod yards 
and elsewhere out of funds appropriated in bulk 
for tbe repair of ships. Various irregularities of 
a similar character have been practiced and ten- 
dered possible by these indefinite appro) riations 
in bulk. The proposed bill, it it becomes a law, 
will define the responsibility of the naval offi- 
cers, and limit their discretion in the manage- 
ment of naval affairs, the exercise of which bas 
occasioned so much criticism. The bill will be 
under the charge of Burleigh, of Maine, who 
took the initiative towards this system in the 
last Congress. Capt. Luce, of the North At- 
lantic squadron, is the author of the dill to 
create a commission to prepare a naval policy. 


COTTON FRAUDS. 
THE INDICTMENT OF A WEALTHY 
FORMERLY OF BROOKLYN. | 
Correspondence New York Sun, 

Wasninoron, D. G., Feb.19.—George Taylor was 
held to bail in this city yesterday for complicity 
in a fraudulent cotton claim, whereby the Gov- 
ernment was defrauded out of pearly $400,000. 
He was born in Wheeling, Va. Hestudied medi- 
cine, but took to the practice of law when only 
22 years of age. He practiced in Indiana first, 
then went to Alabama. He was not successful 
in either State, A man of some literary pre- 
tensions, he divided his time between the prac- 
tice of law and writing essavs on the natural 
sciences, popular education, and the like. 

From Alabama Taylor migrated to Brooklyn 
N. V., where he became prominent as an advo- 
cate of a high moral standard of Christian duty. 
In 1856 Brooklyn elected him a member of the 
Thirty-fifth Congress. As a Congressman he 
served on two Committees, but did not come up 
to the expectations of his constituents, and was 
not re-elected. After leaving Congress he open- 
ed a very unpretending law-offloe in this city. on 
E street, opposite the Post-Office, where he 
divided his time between law, real estate, and 
lobbying claims through Congress. Having the 
privilege of the floor, he was supposed to have 
superior advaotages over common, vulgar loboy- 
ists who had never been in Congress, and busi- 
ness accumulated accordingly. 

At the close of the War, Taylor was taken into 
the confidence of the Bureau of Cotton Claims, 
familiarly known here as the Bureau of Cotton 
Thieves. The mest extraordinary feature of 
this Bureau was that nearly every man con- 
nected with it wentin poor, and suddenly got 
rich enough to buy real estate, build fine houses, 
and live like a mabob. A poor devil of an ac- 

uaintance of your correspondent, from New 
York, who went into that Bureau of Cotton 
Thieves in debt to bis landlady for a month's 
board, came out in less than two years with 
$61,000 in bis pocket. And he was nota very 
smart man either. In fact, he went back to 
New York and attempted to increase bis pile by 
operating in stocks in Wallstreet. The result 
was that he was back here in less than four 
months, without a dollar in his pocket, making 
a desperate effort to be appointed clerk of a 
committee in Congress. 

George Taylor was a very different man. He 

an to accumulate money fast, and he invested 
bis accumulstions judiciously. He also put 
what knowledge he got through the Bureau of 
Cotton Thieves to the very best practical use. 
Among other cotton claims, Taylor got hold of 
what in New Orleans is known as the Cleveland 
claim, involving between $300,000 and $400, 000. 
Taylor, it is said, got $130,000 in fees for putting 
it through that august tribunal, the Court of 
Claims, the feat being accomplished, it is 
charged, with the ald of one John J. Weed, who 
was then an assistant solicitor of that court. 
Certain facts in regard to the utterly fraudu- 
lent character of this Cleveland cotton claim 
were brought to the notice of the Depart- 
ment of Justice recently, and Distriet-At- 
torney Beckwith, at New Orleans, was or- 
dered to inv ate the matter, and bring the 
case before the Grand Jury if the proof war- 
ranted it. The result was that a true bill was 
found, and on the 12th of the present month 
District Attorney Beckwith ed a letter to 
the Department of Justice, setting forth the 
facts, and inclosing warrants forathe arrest of 
Taylor, Weed, and two others.

The Greatest Jam Ever Wituessed in Chi- 
cago---Toilets and Guests. 


The reception given by the First Regiment at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel last evening was & suc- 
cess numerically. There probably never was 8 
social affair in the city 80 largely attended.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST A WEST SIDE DOCTOR. 
About two years ago @ traveling man, con- 
pected with a well-known house on Wabash av- 
enue, while stopping at Sioux City, Iowa, made 
the acquaintance of a young girl residing there, 
and succeeded in persuading ber to elope with 
him and settle in Chicago. In a year they sep- 
arated. Some time ago ber parents ascertained 
her whereabouts, occupation, etc., and instructed 
an acquaintance to find her and return her to her 
home, so as to reform her. He traced her 
to a house on West Wasbington street, 
bat upon inquiry could learn nothing as to 
the then locauon of Frankie Thurston, which 
name she had substituted for that she originaliy 
bore He continued his search, and by some 
means learned that she was occupying a room at 


the house of a woman by the name of Wagner, 


on the second floor of a house No. 109 Washing- 
ton street. corner of Despiaines. He visited 
the house and saw hem He had previously been 
advised that she was then under care of Dr. C. 
A. Payne, a # £pbhysican w office 
is at the corner of Halsted and 
Madison streets. When he saw the girl 
he realized the truth of what he had been told. 
and asked her as the facts in the case. She told 
him that bis information was correct, and that 
it was the second time within the past eighteen 
months that Payne had treated her. In this 
case she applied to him for the purpose men- 
tioned and he refused. Finally she recalled the 
fact that sabe had been uoder his care before 
under similar circumstances, and threatened that 
if he refused to repeat the operation shé woaid 
inform on him. Being thus intimidated, be 
directed her to go to Mrs. Wagner’s, which she 
did, and on the 22d of last December he visited 
her. It was agreed, she added, that in the event 
of any fatal result her body was to become his 
property, and he was to dispose of it by ship- 
ping it in a barrel to some distant point. 
While at Mrs. Waguer’s, she stated that a 
woman, aged about 40 years, aod claiming 
to be sa widow residing in the South 
Division, had deen under this Doctor's 
care for the same purpose as herself; also a very 
handsome young woman about 19 or 20 years 
old, who had come hither from a city ia Michi- 
gan. The latter was cured and returned to her 
home, but the widow's case was at one time so 
critical that the Doctor remained in the house 
constantly for tive days, and that one nigut a 
person she believed to be the object of his care 
was mysteriously removed from the house. She 
believed that she had died, and the Doctor had 
disposed of her body.

THE BLACK HILLS. 
INTERVIEW WI rA TWO ENTHUSIASTS. 

In spite of all that has been published to deter 
expeditions to the Black Hills, the tide of adven- 
turers bas not been materialiy checked, and 
nearly every outgoing train on certain roads has 
on board one or more persons bound for the new 
gold-fields of the West. 

A Taser reporter met two gentlemen from 
Yanktoo, Dak., yesterday,—Judge W. W. Brook- 
ings, Vice-President of the Dakota Southern 
Railroad and a prominent attorney of Yankton, 
and Fred J. Cross, Superintendent of Emigra- 
tion for Dakota. Both were fresh from their en- 
terprising city, bound for New Eogland in the 
interests of emigration, and ready to impart any 
information in their power. The reporter had 
an interesting chat with the gentlemen, the sub- 
stance of which is given in the present article. 

In regard to the 

EST MEANS OF REACHING THE BLACK HILLS, 
the reporter was informed tbat the most direct 
route was by the IIlinois Central Raiiroad from 
bere to Sioux City, and thence to the present 
terminus of the Da«ota Southern at Yankton. 
The latter road, when comple.ed, will take the 
traveler right into the midst of the Black Hils. 
At this time, however, the two principal routes 
from Yankton are by river aod stage. Tue drat 
route to the gold regions from Yaukton is up tlie 
Missouri tome 200 miles to Fort Pierre, and 
thence by stage in a southwesterly direction for 
135 miles, wheo the Black Hills are reached. The 
second route pursues an almost direct western 
course to For: Kandall, reached either by river 
or stage, and thence by siage to the Black 
Hills. Tue last route is considerably the shorter, 
but involves a good deal of staging and very 
little travel by river. Expeditions from Yank- 
ton, composed of people gathering there from 
all quarters, start for che Hills every day or two, 
provided with rations for three monihs. Both 
routes are well supplied with water and grass, 
and, as there has been no snow in the country or 

heavy rains this winter, ali damaging reports as 
tothe swollen streams amount to simply notu- 
ing. The roads were never in a better condition, 
aud are described as being bard enough for the 
-beaviest travel. 
| AS TO THE AMOUNT OF GOLD 

found inthe Black Hills, the reporter was in- 
formed that some parties were getting from $3 
to $10 a day, aud some as much as $50. The gold 
was that known as “coarse scaled gold.“ was 
washed out of the streams, and was of the char- 
acter known as placer gold.” One of the gen- 
tlemen had a specimen of this gold in a small 
bottle. It is said to be of a good degree of 
purity. 

There is a tacit understanding that the Gov- 
ernment will not interfere with parties going to 
the Black Hilla, and even the Indians them- 
selves bave buried the hatchet and there is peace 
once more. There are probably 3,000 persons 
in the country now, and itis safe to say that 
by the middle of May the number will be 
increased to 15,000 or 20,000. Private expe- 
ditions leave Yankton daily, at which city a 
miner’s outfit can be obtained at very reasona- 
ble prices. Good miners’ flour is worth from 
$2 to $2.50 per hundredweight, corn and oats 
sell for 25 cents a bushel, and bacon at 15 cents 
apound. Wagous can be bought at anywhere 
from $65 to $85, oxen from #80 to $100 a yoke, 
and horses from $75 to $125 apiece. Oxen are 
most used on account of the heavy labor neces- 
sary to be done.

REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 
WHAT THE WEST SIDE ALDERMEN WANT. 

At the last meeting of the Council the redis- 
tricting of the city under the new charter, which 
provides for but eighteen wards, was made a 
special order for consideration at 8:30 o'clock 
next Monday evening. As yet the Aldermen are 
not fully decided as to the course to be pursued. 
It is an almost unanimous opinion among the 
Aldermen that the First and Second Wards 
should be combined together, and that She 
Nineteenth and Twentieth should be similarly 
combined, or, still better, that the Eighteenth, 
Nineteenth, and Twentieth Wards be divided 
iuto two wards. This division would give the 
South Side five wards, the North Side four 
wards, and the West Side the remaining nine, 
or as much as the othertwo put together. Some 
of the more radical West Side Aldermen 
want to have ten wards, and claim it is due 
tothe large population, but the nonsense of 
such a division is so apparent that there is but 
little bope of the move ever succeeding. With 
such a division, the West Side Aidermen might 
easily combine to secure the bulk of the im- 
provements, and, if the jealousy they bear at 
present towards the South and North Divisions 
is any criterion, such s combination would be al- 
most a certainty. 

Besides these difficulties in redistricting, there 
are still others, which bid to be even more 
serious. Tue size and population of the West 
Side wards are manifestly unequal, and bow to 
remedy the matter is where the difficulty lies. 
Thus far the principal changes talked of are the 
transfer of a strip of the Fifteenth Ward, 
bounded by Ashland avenue, Curtis and 
Onio streets, and Chicago avenue, 
to the Eleventh Ward; the transfer 
of a slice of the Ninth Ward west of Centre ave- 
nue to the Twelfth Ward, to which it geographi- 
cally belongs ; and the transfer of a slice of the 
Thirteeth Ward west of Union Park and between 
Madison and Kinzie streets, or of à strip of the 
Fifteenth, to the Fourteenth Ward. These 
changes have been by no means decided upon, 
aud there are numerous other ones designed to 
take their places. The proposed change in the 
Eleventh Ward is mutually agreed upon, as the 
ward is exceedingly small, and the addition does 
not change the character of the population. 
The Fourteenth Ward Aldermen look with more 
favor upon the addition from the Fifteenth 
Ward than that from the Thirteenth. The 
Ninth Ward Aldermen may oppose any loss of 
territory on the west, as it would entail the 
transfer of Ald. Bailey to the Twelfth Ward, 
where he would have not a ghost of a show for 
re-election. 

All of them have political axes to grind, and 
the divisions will be made with a view of heloing 
out each Alderman from the dilemma into which 
the rash doings of the present Council have 
thrown him. Already a number are looking for- 
ward to a re-election, and among them are Ald. 
Foley, Warren, Coey, Fitzgerald. R. Stone, R. B. 
Stone, Fred Sommer, McClory, Hildreth, Me- 
Donald, O’Brien, Bailey, D. W. Clark, White, 
Gunderson, Waterman, Case, Campbell, Cleve- 
land, Ryan, Eckhardt, Stout, Mahr, Lengacher, 
Sweeney, Murphy, Dickinson, and Corcoran. 
Some of these will be most egregiously fooled, for 
it is the opinion of the knowiug politicians that 
the next Council will bavea majority of green 


members.

THE LICENSE BUSINESS. 
AN IRREGULAR TRANSACTION DISCOVERED. 

Tur Tamer last week exposed the manner in 
which the present City Government is managing 
not to collect the license fees from the various 
persons required to pay them, and especially sa- 
loon-keepers. Among those mentioned as not 
baving a license was the saloon No. 516 State 
street, kept by H. F. Klein. He felt much ag- 
grieved, ashe claimed to have the necessary 
document authorizing nim to dispense gin slings, 
ete. He went to the City Clera's office Saturday 
morning last with the lieense, which was duly 
signed, sealed, and delivered, and 
numbered 134. The strangest thing of 
all was, that there was another 
license issued, bearing the same number. Klein's 
license had never been recorded, and the city 
had no money to show hat tbe license was is- 
sued to him, and bad no collector's receipt, all 
of which sre required to prove identity. How- 
ever, No. 134 was issued to one J. M. Fett, No. 
1555 South State, corner of Thirtv-fourth street, 
and here is where a little crookedness was devel- 
oped, which shows Fett, Otto Bluhm, and Klein 
mixed up in a ratber dirty transaction. 

The license to Fett was issued July 7, 1875. At 
that time alot of new blanks bad come in, and 
bad been signed by Mayor Colvin and City 
Clerk Forrest, and had deen duly sealed. By 
accident two licenses stuck together, and Fett 
re gei ved an extra blank. Instead of returning 
the blank to the city like an honest man, he 
searched about and found Klein, who kept a 
saloon, and who had no license. He offered to 
sell this to Klein, but he was a little afraid. 
Fett thea claimed that be would get Otto Bluhm 
to fixitup all right. II should be remembered 
that Otto, previous to that time, bad been in the 
employ of the City Clerk. Bluhm took 
the blank from Fett and ülled it 
out for Klein, together with the necessary bonds 
for him to sign. This was two or three days 
after, or about the 10th of July last. 

Bluhm and Klein had some talk as to the 
price, the latter holding that Bluhm’s charges 
were too high proportionately. Biuhm replied : 
Do you think I am going to take the responsi- 
bility on myself for nothing;” and he received 
$15, Fett also receiving something. It should 
be borne in mind that, had the Mayor's police 
done their duty, this license would have been 
checked and the sum been taken and 
to whom issusd, and then compared with 
the record-books in the City Clerk's offi 
as they are frequired to do by lav. 
As it was, Tas Tams unearthed the fraud by 
exposiog the unlicensed places. As a result of 
all this, Klein made it exceedingly warm for Fett 
and Bluhm, and the latter refunded the money 
given to him by Klein, hoping thereby to keep 
the matter out of print. Klein yesterday came 
to the City Clerk’s office and procured a license. 

Yesterday afternoon a TUNE reporter bailed 
Otto Bluhm on the street, but he was in a burry, 
and claimed to know nothing of the matter.

Blachford's father 
was a Captain in the British army, and the young 
man enjoys the honor of haviug been born on 
the Island of St. Helena.

apiece for the three lots. Rugsby took the bait, 
thought he coula do better than that for him- 
self, went to Loomis, and paid bim $700 
apiece for the lots. In the course of 
time he came to Chi to look after 
his property, which he fo under water down 
in the marshes of Calumet. He went home, 
kept mum, and set about collecting evidence 
against Loomis and Chadwick, the latter of 
whom, after enjoyiog the little joke for some 
time, was arrested on the charge of conspiracy 
to defraud, as stated.
